The world is full of intellig'^nt 
men and fools. Individuals whose 
opportunities for intellectual im- 
provement are about the same, 
present a vast difference in the 
extent of their attainments. It is 
astonishing how little inforMialion 
on general topics some ikmsohs 
obl.)iin from a lifetime of experience 
!iiid observation. They live in the 
midst of the plunomena of Nature, 
see curious niindiinery evei^' day, 
and perform a thousand acts^ with- 
out having their curiosity aroused 
in relation to them. No man can 
understand everything. . The 
simplest operations of natitri> are 
often beyond the reach of the most 
profound philosopher; bu.t the 
available knowledge of conninhn 
things is to a remarkable d«gr(>e a 
sealed book to thousands wiio are 
intelligent and skilful in their own 
specialties. 

There is a fmnilty ol obsoiwation 
— a compound fa<'ulty, which is of-' 
tener the gift of nature than the re- 
sult of personal application— which 
makes thousan<ls of wise men, 
without the aiil of books or school. 
One man walks thnnigh tho world 
with both eyes open,~'and intuitive- 
ly scanning, weighing, and philoso- 
phizing over every event and ap- 
peaiaiiee that come to his know- 
ledge, while another nevtir sees 
anything but his own particular 
calling. One could travel all over 
tho world without being much the 
wiser for what he htMl seen, while 
another becomes a eomplot«> gazet- 
teer of places and a perfect duction- 
ary of events and facts. 

What we call intelligence is not 
so much tho effect of extensive read- 
ing, as of keen and critical obseiva- 
tion. What we know is lesn what 
has been printed, than what we 
pick up in the street and in tho field. 
To an inquiring mind, one with 
this faculty of observation strongly 
developed, books and newspapers 
are the most convenientfood for re- 
flection, but they are by no means 
the only sustonanco of such an 
intellect. 

This faculty may be improved by 
cultivation, if any one thinks it 
worth the labor. Hut this is the 
faculty which makes men useful 
to their fellow-beings, antl the pos- 
session of which almost insuivs 
them a respectable, if not eminent 
position in iiociety. The habit of 
observation should be enc»Miraged 
in children. They should be 
taught to inquire into the causes 
and anti'cedents, fact.s and events 
which transpire around them.

Among the many good works that 
have had their fli-st inspiration jurd 
nurtui-o in old St. Luke's, there is 
one that, perhaps, to the people 
that have gathered in this old 
church duiing thr seven autj half 
decades of its existence, was well 
nigh unknown, becaus" it was hid- 
den out of sight. I refer to tho 
work among the "children of 
silence." As our Saviour on re- 
storing hearing and speech to the 
<ieaf and dumb man " took him 
aside frem tho multitude,", most 
likely with tho intention of impress- 
ing on the unfortunate man a lew 
lasting truths by means of natural 
signs, so all along wo have daken 
these people from the general con- 
gregation, and there unfolded to 
them the precious truths ©f the 
(Gospel. 

• But of all that has been done 
among these unfortunates, we 
know but little now, for there is a 
lamentable dearth of exacti data. 
It IS known that the first service for 
them in this city was held in St 
Luke's Church l»y the Rev Trfiomas 
Gallaudet, D.D.,Rectorof St.. Ann's 
Church for Deaf-M-ites, New York 
City, about the year 18«5, aud there- 
after occasionally. 

It must seem as if the deaf were 
sadly neglected before this, and in- 
tleed they were, but it should be 
rememliered that the first acliool for 
deaf-mutes in America ■ was 
founded at Hartford, Conn., as late 
as 1817 by the Rev. Thomas (ial- 
laudet, father of the Dr. Gallaudet 
who founded tho Church Mission to 
Deaf-Mutes. As the elder Gallau- 
(h't was led to devote hi.<^ life to the 
education of the deaf and dumb bv 
his .sympathy for a beautiful .leaf 
child, Alice Cogswell, so tiie young- 
er Dr. tJallaiidet was led to devote 
his life to church work anumg the 
deaf by the scenes which gathered 
around the last sickness, death and 
funeriil, of a young d«af gii-1— Cor- 
nelia Amand.t Lathrop. 

How often has it turned out that 
the best that men have done has 
been brought out by childr.'n ! 
This child. Miss Luhrop, was born 
in the city of Rochester, on the 
i;Uh of August, 1835, luid Imptized 
in St. Luke's Church shortly after- 
ward. 

When sho arrived at a suflicient 
ago, she was sent to the New York 
Institution for Deaf-Mutes,, then 
the only .school of its kind in the 
State. Here she became thoi pupil 
of Dr. Gallaudet, who was rtT the 
time studying for Holy Orders In 
1851, he received the full orders 
of the ministry, without, however, 
having any preconceived in»t>ntioii 
of ministering to the deaf. .Short- 
ly after this Miss Lathrop, then IG 
yearsof age, received the Sacrament- 
al rite of confirmation, and was 
preparing for her first communion, 
when she was compelled to go 
home to die slowly with consump- 
tion. It was Dr. Galladuet's privi- 
lige to visit her, to administer the 
Holy Communion, and at length to 
conduct her funeral service.. This 
touchi I g experience led Dn Gal- 
laudet to see tho necessity of special 
ohureh work among the deaf, and 
to devote himself to beginning it. 

Shortly afterward. Dr., Gal- 
laudet's work in New York began in 
the foundingof St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes, and substHjucndv in 
spreading the work throughout the 
country. So it must bo see* that 
in a way St. Luke's Churoh was 
instrumental in leading the good 
Dr. Gallaudet to devote his life to 
this work among the deaf. 

Some among the congregation 
may remember a sp<'cial service 
held in this church, during, the 
Convention of the Empire State" 
As.socation of Deaf-Mutes, in the 
sunmiorof 1873. The chunch was 
crowded to its utmost capacity by 
about two hundred deaf-mutes and 
a much larger number of hearing 
people. At this service three or 
four deaf-mutes were baptized. 
Other services were occasionally 
held by tlie Rev. Mesisi-s. Pen- 
nell and Berry. The latter held 
several .services at Christ Church, 
and at one st^rvice held February 
21, 1872, baptized four deaf-mutes, 
one of which subsequently was ap- 
pointed lav-reader In I ho (leaf in 
St. Luke's.

IIIuHlonn and 4i)hoMiN at 
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Recent improvements m uioviiig 
picture machines havemadestrange 
things po.s.sible. Upon the, screen 
figui es appear and disappear as if it 
was the work of magicians. tJhost 
suddenly confiont the spectators 
and as instantly disap{>ear. These 
latest impt-ovements have lM>en se- 
cured by the Eden Musee and more 
wonder and astonishment is being 
caused in New York by the pictures 
shown there than by any other at- 
traction. The subjects are called 
mysterious pictures and the Musee 
has secured several hundred sets, 
of each day to a crowded house. 

One of the best pictures is a series 



thereabouts, the Rev. Edward P. 
Hart, then layman, who had learned 
something of the sign language, 
met the deaf-mutes every Sunday 
morning in the galleiy of this 
church, and to the left of' the choir, 
and there interpreted the church's 
service. The attendance averaged 
seven. He brought several deaf- 
mutes to baptism aud confirmation 
and interpreted the service for 
thetn. He also interpreted at sever- 
al marriages of deaf-mutes. 

In the spring 1874, regular ser- 
vices by Mr. John C. Acker, a deaf 
mute lay-reader, was inaugurated, 
on tho recommendation of Dr. (Gal- 
laudet and Rev. Mr. Beiry, with 
tho oncouragement aud assintance 
of the Rector, the Rev. Henry 
Austice, DD., in the Sunday School 
room of St. Luke's ChurcK., and 
kept up for many years in the 
afternoons of every Sunday. The 
services were well attended, and a 
number were breught to baptism 
and confirmation. On the first 
Sunday of each month those among 
the deaf who were communicants 
met Mr. Hart iu the gallery of the 
church as before, and there the 
service of tho Holy Communion was 
inu^rpreted to ihem. About 1880, 
Miss Florence Hart took up tliis 
work aud continued to interpret 
the service of the flr-st Sunday of 
the mouth till 1884, an«l tiereafler 
occasionally, but always on the 
festivals of Eastor and Christ ma.s 
till about 1888. Mr. Acker kepi 
up his work most faithfully, in 
spite of much discouragement. 
Many of the communictiuts had 
either died or removed, so that by 
1888, the services were discon- 
tinued altogether. 

In 1800, tho present missionary, 
who had just l)egau to hold services 
in Buffalo, was led to extend his 
work to other points in this dioiese 
as well as Central New York. His 
first service iu Rochester was held 
iu what is now the inftints' class 
room in the Parish House of St. 
Luke's, on ,luly -24111 of that year. 
The number present was twenty- 
two. Thereafter he visited Roches- 
tei quite regularly once a month, 
with good average attendances. 

On tho 10th of March, 18tW, the 
missionary was ordained to the 
diaeouate, and on the we«k fol- 
lowing he baptized three adult 
deaf-mules in the churchk For 
about four years after this the 
services were conducted regularly 
every month, in the chapel, of old 
St. Paul's, and there they continued 
until the church was al/andoned on 
moving into the new cliuich on East 
Ave. For a time after this services 
wei-e held in the Parish House of 
Chr'i.st Church, where the deaf were 
received kindly. But we were look- 
ing on with longing eyes to ohl St. 
Luke's where we were nurlured. 
On Decon.lier 12th, 1897, services 
were resumed in the Parish Hous» 
of St. Luke's Church. Since then 
the work among the deaf seems to 
have taken on a new lease of life. 

Several have been baptized and 
confirmed. The number of attend- 
aut sat services is increasing and the 
deaf-mutes themselves are showing 
their interest in the mission by 
working for its support, puring 
the past year a handsome little al- 
tar was put into one of the . rooms 
of the Parish House, so that ser- 
vices are now held with more fit- 
ness and decency. 

As time goes on, it is .hoped 
larger things can be said of this 
work. For the present we are 
thankful that the work has Uien so 
sucee-isful, and as for old St. Luke's, 
may she continue her grau<l work 
among all people as she has in the 
past.

The other pictures are almost 
equally exciting. In some of them 
from little wooden dolls, real men 
apparently grow and rapidly 
change from dolls to men according 
to the necessity. Sometimes a 
magician makes an incantation or 
strikes his hands together, and out 
of the flames and smoke which fol- 
low a little demon appears and does 
Uie bidding of his master. Men are 
shot from cannon mouths and the 
pieces carefully saved antl liehold 
there is the smne individual who 
>yas apparently killed. X-ray 
lights are turned on men and wo- 
men and their skeletons appear 
while the rest of tho body apparent 
ly collapses. When the light is 
turned off fheie tire the real persons 
again. 

In fact all that superstition or 
witchcraft could suggest is shown 
in these pictures, and instead of 
causing fear among the spectators, 
the humorous situations make reHi> 
of laughier, for the ghosts and di 
tiions are all good-natured oiks 
and in the pictures as in ctunedit--, 
everything always come*' out rit;lit 
in the end. Every week a new s< 
ries of views is secured, and the i< 
suit is that as the pictures ar..

OF CONTROL ADOPTS A POLICY TO 
PREVENT THE DEPOPULATION OF 
THE HTATE INHTITUTIONH. 



The edict has Kon*" forth thai all 
must Vhj viifcinnied in the Sfjiff of 
Iowa. It will affwit the (h.-af aw 
well as the hearitijf children and 
people of the State. When the 
law is enforced it will affect every 
eoiinty, township and Hchool 
diHtrict in the .State. All deaf 
(•liildr<;n retiirniiiK to school next 
fall will have to l>e provided with 
vaccination certificates fiom theii 
homes, or they will have to siihinit 
to vaccination at theiuatitation be- 
fore they can he admitted. Much 
is the rule of the Jxjard of health. 
All the hearing children will have 
to do the same before they are 
admitted in the s<5hools. The 
teachers and officers of the schools 
and institutions will be subjected to 
the same rules. The board ol 
health an<l f lie hoards of education 
and the board of control of tlie 
Slate institftions may come info 
conflict with the rules in some 
cM.si's, but the t>oard of health hiw> 
tii(; county sherilTt, city marshalls 
and the constitbies at their back an<i 
will enforce the rules. We hoj)e all 
will act in harmony, and that there 
will be no conflict of authority.
